the Vatican. 


PORTUGAL IN FI6HT 
WITH THE VATICAN 


Tikes Sirius ta u Win ne

Lisbon. Aug. 9—Portugal, like Spain, 
its almost on the verge of an open rup 
ture with the Vatican, due to friction 
over the governmental censure of the 
archbishop of Braga for suppressing 
a Portuguese Franciscan newspaper 
without submitting the order to the 
government for approval, and other in­ 
cidents. 
Since the Issue of the royal decree. 
July 12. nullifying the action of the 
archbishop, the clerical forces, inspir- 
id, it is charged, by Cardinal Merry 
del Val. papal secretary of state, have 
been 
conducting a bitter campaign 
against the government. 
At the same time the Vatican has 
been raising difficulties about refilling 
the vacancy caused by the death of 
.Senhor Martins d'Antas. Portuguese 
ambasasdor to the Vatican. 
The Portuguese government retal­ 
iated by deciding to allow the post to 
remain vacant for the present, and the 
minister of justice has drafted a hill 
providing for a civil register of births, 
deaths and marriages, to be kept by 
the civil authorities. 
As this threatens a source of large 
income of the clergy, a big meeting of 
ecclesiastics was held here to protest.

welcomed the pilgrims 
with a short speech and received in 
leturn a substantial offering of Peter’s 
Pence. 
Later the Virginians Lad their 
photograph taken inside the Vatican 
aud a copy was presented to the pope.

Last July ana early to August we 
bad considerable wet weather 
The 
potato top* suffered 
badly 
from a 
blight. 
However, tbe vine recovered 
•uOlctently to mature a fair crop 
All 
through tbe winter fhe query was. 
“ What makes the cooked potato Dave 
•tich a sweet taste?” 
And again on 
cutting tbe tuber a brownish streak 
or blotch appears all through the tu­ 
ber. renembliug a marble cake. 
Tbla 
la seated mostly beneath where the 
eyes are and aljoiit oue-elghtb ox an 
Inch from the surface 
The potato 
•bows no outward sign of disease ex­ 
cept that tbe eyes do not push as rap­ 
idly on a diseased potato as they do 
on one free from it. These streaks are 
about one inch long and one-fourth 
inch wide. 
Tbe query was. "What caused that 
peculiar streaking In the tuber?” 
In 
looking over a history of fungoids and 
fungous disease of The potato we find 
that a very similar condition existed 
In Ireland in 1845. resulting In a great 
potato famine there 
That year was 
a verv wet rear, and rhe natnrai moist 


clin)ate of Ireland gave h great im­ 
petus to this dlsenso 
It has not reap­ 
peared to any great extern till la*t 
year. 
It bears no resemblance co the 
potato scab either on the tuber or tbe 
foliage. In this disease me leaves birn 
a brownish black color and drop off. 
while the stalk or stem may retain 
some vitality even to sending out du­ 
plicate leaves, though much smaller. 
The disease I*, however, carried down 
to fhe hi bet and is seen there as de- 
scribed 
iii dry season* or in dry see. 
Dons no alarm need lie fete ms to the 
disease spreading, hut In low mo|*r 
sections care should he exercised 
Affected tuber* should by no means 
he planted 
Varieties resisting blights 
In general are safer for planting so 
as to be sure that lids peculiar blight 
gets no hold. 
In some parts of Eu­ 
rope It I* had. and no doubt hut that 
It has been Introduced Into this coun­ 
try from there 
A few years ago we 
received from England some varieties, 
hut nothing wrong was noticed at that 
time 
Should the disease appear on 
the 
foliage sprayings 
of 
bordeaux 
should be given every ten or twelve 
days through

Choctaw Explains How $3,000,000 Lsnd 
Lawysr Got Signatures—Tribe An­ 


gry Over Government’s Belay. 


MacAlester, Okla., Auk 9 — Jacob 
L. Ha mon charged that Congrensman 
Charles E. Creager, 
Republican, of 
Oklahoma, under the guise of loans. 
bad attempted to obtain laige sum s of 
money 
from J. P. McMurray after 
Creager had introduced a bill in con­ 
greet providing for a sale of the in- 
Ulan lnnda. 
Hampn brought his c harges in de­ 
manding the recall of Creager to the 
WttUess Stand before the congressional 
Investigating com mittee for cross-ex­ 
amination. 
“I want to show." said Hamon, "that 
Creager 
dem anded 
large 
sums 
of 
money from McMurray after that hill 
wan Introduced by Creager." 
The bill Uatooa referred to provid­ 
ed for the sale of surface lands to 
private individuals and for the sale of 
the mineral deposits to the govern­ 
ment. Under the arrangem ent McMur 
ray with hla contracts, it was assert­ 
ed, would have obtained IU per tent 
of the m o n e y paid by the government. 
How the contracts were procured by 
which, according to Senator Thomas 
P. Gore, of Oklahoma, $3,000,000 In 
"attornRgs’ f**s” 
lo be made out 
of the ail# of lands given to the in 
diana by th* government, was related 
before the Investigators 
W. T 
Holiman. a Choctaw Indian, 
testified he had been employed by J. 
F. McMurray, bolder of the contracts, 
to go out among the Indians of Okla­ 
homa and Indio e them to sign the 
documenta. 
At the sam e time, {(oilman related, 
he was paid ’’a dollar a head'* for ob 
tainlug contracts appointing McMur­ 
ray to a rt in ta t case*. In this way 
McMurray procured 10,000 contracts 
to sell land 
The term s were IO per cent "at­ 
torneys* fees.” or $3,o00.bn0 profit for 
McMurray and bis associates To pro­ 
mote this deal in congress Senator 
Gore contends he was offered a $25,- 
OOO or $50,000 bribe by Jacob L H a­ 
mon. 
Holiman testified that he, himself, 
had signed the lo per cent contract 
because he, in common with other In­ 
dians. bad become discouraged over 
the governm ent's promise to sell the 
land. 
"I would have given 25 per cent to 
McMurray.’’ said Holiman. "lf he could 
have got us the money quickly.” 
He 
said be believed some of the Indians 
would be willing to give McMurray 
75 per cent. 
McMurray Makes Reply. 


In a statem ent to the com m ittee and 
without going on the stand 
McMur­ 
ray declared that the contracts came 
to bim originally against his desires 
He said the Indians st a 
war coun 
til" had dem onstrated 
their 
impa­ 
tience at the governm ent's 
alleged 
slowness in the selling of the laud 
aud bad called upon him to take the 
job at IO per cent, whit h he did with 
reluctance 
McMurray will go on the 
stand later. 
Questioned further, Holiman testi­ 
fied it was the belief of the Indians 
that their property was worth from 
$30,000,000 to $40,000,000, and the un­ 
derstanding was McMurray was to get 
IO per cent of this. 
"Is It the belief of the Indians that 
McMurray had some power at Wash 
Ington by which be would be able to 
get It more quickly than lf you left it 
to the governm ent?” asked Congress 
man K W. Saunders, of Virginia. "We 
didn't know how he was going to do 
It. but we thought he knew how." was 
the answer. 
"Did you think McMurray was a ma­ 
gician?" 
‘‘We thought he knew how 
.0 do It.** 
"lr ti actual? the belief among In- 
Ham* that they have to pay somebody 
•Is* to get what the government said 
rightfully ttelongs to them ?" 
"That 
has become tile belief that they have 
to give up a good |»ortion of what they 
get in ‘attorneys lees ’ ” 
D CX McCurtain, a Choctaw indian, 
and attorney for his tribe, went on the 
stand and reiterated his charges that 
McMurray in 1900, in Hie lobby of the 
Raleigh hotel at W ashington, offered 
Ulm a $25.0oO bribe to withdraw tribal 
opposition to old contracts which were 
disapproved by President R oosevelt 
Hamon'a Testimony Attacked. 


Jacob Is. Homan again figured mo­ 
mentarily in the testimony. He had 
been charged by Senator Gore with 
having offered a $25,ono bribe in Mc­ 
M urray’* behalf, but in his own test! 
mony said he went to W ashington con 
cerning Governor Haskell's indictment 
in the Muskogee town lot cases and 
had nothing to do with McMurray. 
C. R. S tew art testified be was at 
toraey for Governor Haskell and be 
had not heard of H am on’s being sc 
employed. 
As Indicated by Green McCurtain 
chief of 13,000 Choctaws, and by Holt 
man, the Indians have taken the post 
tlon that they signed the contracts be 
caus* they bad become discouraged 
With wha! they call the tardiness ot 
th* government In disposing of th!

HE social life Mud amusements 
of the country are essentially 
different from those In th* | 
city. I have beard people say 
that there la no such thing a* social 
life in the country, but inquiry dis-1 
closed the fact that they never had ; 
spent much time in a modern, wide ’ 
awake farm community. The founda­ 
tion of all social life Is In the home. It 
is in the country that the home Is de­ 
veloped to the highest extent, and it 
necessarily follows that it is lo the 
country that the strongest basts for a 
healthy social life exists. 
The social life of the so called “soci­ 
ety" people of the city does uot exist 
in the country, and it is a blessing to 
the country that It does not. 
Such n 
social life is unnatural. Social life is 
primarily for amusement, recreation 
and development Where Is the amuse­ 
ment or the recreatlou lu the struggle 
for social 
recognition 
by a clique 
whom a turn of the wheel of fortune 
has brought uppermost? Where ta the 
development unless it be the develop­ 
ment of heartaches on the part of the 
wife and poverty on the part of the 
husband? Such a society, where peo­ 
ple are measured by their money rath­ 
er than by their true worth, la snob­ 
bery rather than social life. 
Outside the “society” circles the so­ 
cial life of the city consists largely of 
amusements—Coney Island and Us imi­ 
tators. theaters and public daucea. 
Some of these things are all right in 
their way. They furnish amusement 
and recreation. But they do not fur­ 
nish development 
Here is where the great advantage 
of country social life comes in. It is 
not furnished ready made to those who 
have the price. 
Social diversions In 
the country are made to order. That 
is the reason why some people do not 
like them, and that is why a person 
who once really gels into the spirit of 
country social lift Is never afterward 
satisfied with social affairs in which 
he cannot have an active part 
The social possibilities of the country 
are not taken advantage of in all com-

by Itself, with tm little intercourse as 
IHMslble with the neighbors, 
it la 
such com rn uu I ties that contribute most 
largely to the townward flow of popu­ 
lation. With the general waking up of 
the farming districts is coming a 
broadening of social life. 
In some 
pisces the local church is the social 
center, but too often there are some 
members who consider so harmless a 
thing aa an ice crsam supper to help 
pay the preacher a sin. 
As s result 
the importaui e of the church as a so­ 
cial factor is not what it should be. 
The most Important centers of eoclal 
life to the country are farmers’ organ­ 
izations of various kinds. 
Probably 
the most Imports ut of these, because 
the most extensive, is the grange. The 
grange has been lo existence for for­ 
ty-four years and numbers st present 
more than I .OOO,OOO members, in those 
communities w here It bae obtained a 
strong hold It is very effective lo bring 
lug tbs people together. 
In the older 
states a grunge neighborhood can be 
told by tile looks of the farms and 
buildings. 
The plan of the local grange ta to 
bold meetings at regular Intervals, 
usually once a week in the winter and 
sometimes as Infrequently as once a 
month In the summer. Generally these 
meetings are held at the home of one 
of the members. The whole family be­ 
longs. 
As a rule, there ie a literary 
program in connection with the meet­ 
ing, where the boys and girls learn to 
talk in public. Part of the program is 
dovoted to agricultural topics, as on# 
of the objects of the grange is educa­ 
tion in farming. 
There la always 
enough amusement mixed In, how­ 
ever, to keep the children interested. 
In the winter the meetings begin in 
tbs afternoon, aud the men look over 
the stock and talk over their problems 
while the children play and the women 
“visit.** 
In addition to the grange, there ere 
many local farmers’ clubs that ars 


doing a great deal to bring their mem­ 
bers together socially. 
The only rea­ 
eon that them. are not more eucb or­ 
ganisations is the lack of tome one ic 
take the lead. The cities have so long 
been drawing the beet blood from some 
rural communltiee that In many places 
there is precious little left to build 
upon. 
With the cha aging conditions 
that are restoring the farm to a lead 
log place in our national life there 
will be no lack of leaders, and the 
time will come when every community 
will have its club or grange. 
in 
the 
Mississippi 
valley 
states, 
w here industrial co-operation has ob­ 
tained a strong foothold, co-operative 
picnics are one of the principal diver­ 
sions. These are big affairs, including 
all the people for miles around. There 
are speeches and amusements and plen­ 
ty to eat, and every one goes home 
happy. 
A number of country towns and ru­ 
ral communltlsa have a "field day” 
once or twice a year, which la in the 
nature of a big picnic, at which ath­ 
letic contests predominate. 
Local Fourth of July celebrations 
give the country boys a chance to 
work off their patriotism for a w eek in 
advance in helping to get things ready, 
and they enjoy the day a great deal 
more than they would a ready made 
celebration in a big towu, where all 
they could do would be to stand on 
the Hide Hues and sbout. The beet pari 
of these affairs Is that they develop 
originality and Initiative on the part of 
the young people, it teaches them to 
develop any latent ability for leader 
ship which they may possess The boy 
who eau get together nine farmer boys 
on Saturday afternoons and organise 
them into a ball team that eau wl* 
from the neighboring township is the 
oue who ie going to be able to do 
things when be gets older. 
It is no 
small task to make an effective team 
out of nine boys when eight of them 
want to pitch sod the other couldn't 
catch a ball to save his life. 
It Is the farm boys of today who 
will be foremost in the agricultural 
communities of tomorrow. Oue of the 
most important of the social factors 
affecting farm life is a boys’ club 
Nebraska has a wall developed sys­ 
tem of boys’ sod girls’ ecru clubs. 
There are a few In Iowa and Illinois, 
aud more are being organised. The 
members of these clubs each have 
their plot of corn. They meet around 
from place to place, get better ac­ 
quainted with oue another aud study 
corn growing. Often so experienced 
corn grower meets with them aud 
gives them some practical lessons. In 
some cases these clubs ars uuder the 
suitervlsioD of the agricultural college 
which sends out letters of instruction 
to the boys every two weeks or so. in 
the winter a corn contest la beld at 
(be agricultural college. 8ome of the 
counties have local contests. 
There 
are prises for the best com and for the 
best corn Judging. Often the boys who 
do the best work st the local contests 
have their expenses paid to the state 
'ontest at 
the agricultural college 
Similar contests In cooking and sew­ 
ing are held for the girls. Work of 
this kind Is an inspiration to the boys 
aud girls. They begin to see some of 
the real enjoyment of farm life. 
This work ii being extended to the 
joy* of the cities by means of summer 
camps, where the boys are taken for a 
vacation, at the same time getting in 
st ruction and object lessons in agr I 
culture. 
Many a boy who otherwise 
would have spent his lift in town 
working for somebody else is thus 
•tarted o d the way to become an lode 
pendent farmer. 
Another big factor in rural social life 
is the country literary society. This 
reaches more people than a grange or 
a club can reach. Its disadvantage is 
that the membership is so large that 
only a few can appear on the pro 
gratae. But a great many can listen, 
and they eagerly svaU themselves of 
the opportunity. The country literary 
society when rightly managed com­ 
bi nee both the eoclal aud the educa­ 
tional features aud is a great uplift to 
the community. 
Along with these other codal factors 
come the local lecture courses. The 
tsleut is uot always the best, but usu­ 
ally it is surprisingly good. Then tbera 
are ic# cream suppers, picnics and 
ribbing excursions lo the summer and 
oyster suppers lo tbs winter. The wo­ 
men often have a ladles' aid society, 
where they eau meet and sew and visit 
to their hearts' conienL Tbs men have 
a fraternal order or two. where they 
can get together on Saturday evening 
During the last few yearn the T. M. C. 
A. has been extending to the country 
sod doing a great deal of good work. 
Often clubrooms and a gymnasium 
are established, where the neighbor­ 
hood boys can meet and try their ath­ 
letic skill 
Where such rooms have 
taken the place of the grocery store as 
mu evening meeting place for the beys 
aud young men there is a noticeable 
Improvement tu the community. 
Daring vacations, when the young 
people are home from school, there ie 
no lack of social diversions that ap­ 
peal especially to them. There la Just 
as much culture among these modern 
young people of the country as there 
la among the same classes lo tile city 
and much more whole beartedness. 
The country dances aud parties are 
well conducted affaire and the occa­ 
sion of rn neb harmless fun. An occa­ 
sional trip to town to attend the thea­ 
ter by way of the trolley line or in au­ 
tomobiles or In a big sleigh gives vari­ 
ety to the amusements. 
Taklug all these factors together, the 
social life found In the most highly 
developed country communities is sa 
parlor in almost every way to that 
fouud In the cities. The development 
of this wholesome social life and its 
more general extension throughout th# 
country wi.l be Important factors lr 
turning the tide of population country- 
ward.
